NEMs is supported by the De- 
partment of Health，Education and 
Welfare (HEW) and was started as a 
pilot program in comprehensive 
health care. 

Medical Director Dr，Geoffrey 
Woo-Ming said NEMS has reviewed 
the possibility of becoming a pre- 
paid health-care plan. 

However，he blasted AHCP and 
Said after studying that plan for the 
past year he has found it“on the 
verge of collapsing.” 

He cited examples in Southern 
California where pre-paid health 
Plans for welfare recipients have 
lead to“under-utilization” of facil- 
ities in the brogram. 

RIP-OFF 

“Doctors were found to have been 
ripping-o 任 the program as well as 
the patient,，”he said. 

NEMSs is currently an out-patient 
program and members must live 
within the target area as well as re- 
ceive an income Under a stipulated 
amotnt， 

NEMS provides most of the serv- 
ice AHCP does,，with the exception 
of hospital care. 

Under the guidelines of HEW 
suggestions，NEMS must become 
self-sufcient and has initiated co- 
payment of medicines. 

All the primary physicians in 
NEMS89 are Chinese，and one-half 
the specialists are Chinese， The 
weakness of the program，Woo- 
Ming indicated, is that it is a feder- 
ally-funded project which has been 
allocated jless money each fiscal 
year, 

“The present administration,2” 
said Woo-Ming, “is pushing -Na- 
tional Health Insurance，which will 
inevitably take all the health plans 
under its wings.

KRON Begins Chinese American

“The six-part series is a highly in- 
teresting，colorful inspection of the 
contributions and experiences of 
Chinese-Americans, designed to al- 
lay the myths and stereotypes which 
have been perpetuated abott the 
Chinese immigrants to this country， 
and to recognize their rightfully- 
eatrned place in the annals of U.S. 
history as pioneers.in a developing 
Western Frontier,”so described the 
May issue of “Telescope,”KRON- 
TV's newsletter. 

The subject of the description is 
“Gam Saan Haak,”which is sched - 
uled to be shown on Channel 4 for 
Six consecutive Fridays starting May 
17, at 7:30 p.m. The series will be si- 
mulcast in Cantonese on radio 
KRON-FM 9%.5. 

“Gam Saan Haak,”according to 
Him Mark Lai，one of its principal 
researchers，is the first television 
documentation of the Chinese ex- 
perience in America that is“in such 
great detail.”The series title is a 
phonetic translation of three Chi- 
nese words meaning “the Guest 
from the Gold Mountain.”This is a 
name given adoringly in China to 
those Chinese who return home 
from America, supposedly in a blaze 
of glory.“(The early Chinese) came 
to America not with the idea of set- 
tling down . . . they were sojourners， 
They cameto dig gold, and of course 
there was none,” said Lai. 

“Gam Saan Haak”has been in 
the works for yeats， According te 
Christina Metcalfe, the co-producer 
of the series，KRON in 1971 ex- 
Pressed interest in producing a pro- 
gram of this_ nature. The station， 
with the help of the Chinese Media 
Committee of Chinese for Affrma- 
tive Action，got in touch with Lai 
and Phil Choy， Both of them are 
recognized authorities on the histotry 
of Chinese-Americans. They started 
researching for the series in 1971. 


PART-TIVE PROJECT 

The project was worked on on a 
part-time basis by Lai and Choy, by 
profession an engineer and an ar- 
chitect, respectively. “We spent a lot 
of time on it; just that we couldn't 
spend a continuous span of time 
(that took it so long)”said Choy， 
who also doubles as host-narrator 
for the series. 

Starting with the first part that

“Gam Saan Haak” traces the 
past experience of the Chinese- 
American forefathers，rather than 
just portraying the contemporatry 
Scene. “History does lay a_ founda- 
tion for understanding of contem- 
porary events， Choy said.

NO ART CENTER FOR CHINATOWN 


It looks like Chinatown will not 
be getting a neighborhood art 
center. At a San Francisco Art 
Commission meeting Monday， 
Commissioner Ray Taliaferro， 
chairman of the Cultural Acetivities 
Committee, reported that,the Real 
Estate Department has estimated 
that the proposed Chinatown Site 
at716 SacramentoSt. will cost the 
city approximately $525,000 to 
purchase，renovate and relocate 
its present tenants. 

“As it appears, we wont be able 
to spend revenue sharing_money 
to buy that site,”said Taliaferro at 
the meeting. Only $500,000 in 
general revenue Sharing funds has 
been allocated for the support of 
neighborhood art centers. 

The vacated Armed Forces 
building at 646 Clay St，was 
brought up again and it was 
reported that the Department of 
Health, 也 ducation and Welfare 
and the General Services Adminis- 
tration will be turning the building 
over to the Board of Education 
soon. Harold Zellerbach， chairman 
of the Art Commission，then in- 
structed Martin Snipper，execu- 
tive director of the Commilssion, to 
work with the Board of 玉 ducation 
for possible joint occupancy of the 
buildqing. 

In reaction，Henry Der，a mem- 
ber of the Chinatown Council for 
the Performing and Visual Arts， 
Said“It just shows how low a pri- 
ority Chinatown is as far as the 
Art Commission is concerned.”

ON CONFUCIANISM 


An overflowing crowd gathered 
at uo Wah restaurant Saturday 
to hear Professor Panul 个 .Lin 
Speak on“Why Does China Crit- 
cize Lin and Confucius2” 

Speaking in English，Mandarin 
and Cantonese，Prof. Lin， director 
of Asian Studies at MecGill Univer- 
Sity，explained the current anti- 
Confucius campaign in China in 
terms of the need for a new out- 
look to render changes in Chinese 
society. Confucianism looks back- 
ward, he stated, in that it teaches 
children to want wealth and power 
for personal gain. 

He also stated that the current 
campaign began as far back as 
May 4，1919,， and that Confuciarm- 
ism has never been the principal 
dominant philosophy in China，in 
that 过 always had ideological op- 
ponents，e.g.，Legalism，Taoism， 
and RD Tenets of Confu- 
cianism，however，have found 
favor with China's rulers who used 
them to uphold their mandate to 
rule. 

Concerning the related antiLin 
Piao campaign, Prof. Lin remarked 
that Lin Piao preached elitism and 
quoted Confucianism in order to 
gain for himself the highest office 
in the People's Republic of China. 


HEW WAIVES FREEZE 
ON SCHOOL FUNDS 


A requirement that the San 
Francisco Unified School District 
offer bilingual instrucetion to all em- 
rolled non-English-speaking stu- 
dents in order to receive federal 
funding was waived .last week by 
the Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare, making the dis- 
trict eligible to receive $6.7 million 
in federal aid funds. 

ederal funding had been 
blocked following the Zax v、Nic- 
0A decision in which the Supreme 
Court found that the district dis- 
criminates against non-English- 
Speaking students. 

The waiver，signed on the basis 
of the district's assurances to 
HEW that 让 would comply with 
the terms of the Zax ruling as soon 
as its plan for bilingual ,instruction 
could be approved by a federal 
court，gives the district until Sep- 
tember to comply. The action also 
means that more than $6.7 million 
in aid applications filed by the dis- 
trict can now be considered.
